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Ethics and 
the Internet: 

Universities Cope 
With Patrolling 
Abuses on the 
Information Highway

Pornographic pictures smug¬ 
gled into the computers of a 
nuclear weapons lab for national 
distribution; an MIT student 
indicted for sharing more than $ 1 
million in copyrighted software; 
a $45,000 settlement for alleged 
on-line harassment. These are 
just a few examples of how the 
Internet, once a tightly knit com¬ 
munity of academics and scien¬ 
tists, is colliding with the real 
world or at least the virtual real 
world. With more than 20 million 
people internationally with 
access to the high-powered net¬ 
work and campus life changing 
with every modem connection, 
people are wondering just who’s 
patrolling the information super¬ 
highway. 

One thing is clear-computers 
are becoming more prevalent on 
campus. Two years ago, when 
Andrew Wright came to Harvard 
University, people still called 
each other on the phone and 
sometimes met for a cup of cof¬ 
fee. But with most of Harvard’s 
dorm rooms now on-line, Wright, 
who interviewed more than 150 
people, for a “Crimson” series 
about computers on campus, said 
things have changed. ‘The com¬ 
puter network has become the 
student center,” he said. 

Harvard isn’t alone in it’s 
technological transformation, 
according to Kenneth Green, 
director of the Technology, 
Teaching and Scholarship Project 
at the University of Southern 
California. By the end of 1993, 
25 percent-or one in four-public 
four-year colleges provided com¬ 
puter hook-ups and networks 
access in dorm rooms. At private 
research institutions, 61 percent 
of the dorms are connected. At 
public research institutions, 43 
percent. That is a dramatic 
increase since the project began 
an annual survey five years ago, 
and it is a growth curve Green 
expects to continue. 

But if computers are becom¬ 
ing the student center, it is often a 
loud, profane 
and sometimes 
criminal place 
with a code and 
language all its 
own. Take, for 
instance, “flam¬ 
ing,” or pur¬ 
posely going 
on-line specifi¬ 
cally to rile 
other users by 
adopting an 
opposing or 
obnoxious 

stance. Sometimes flaming sce¬ 
narios are elaborately orchestrat¬ 
ed with cohorts agreeing to start 
an on-line argument just to suck 
others into the fray. There’s even

gation and science and math.

Research is also like any 
other business, is dependent 
upon what it does as well as the 
quality produced. 

Here at the North 
Campus, there are all kinds of 
research that are going on from 
the physics and engineering 
departments. There is also a 
place on North Campus that 
many people on campus may not 
know about, it is the Research 
Foundation. The “Foundation” 
is located next to Bourgeois 
Hall. Its director is Dr. Gerry 
Waldman. The Foundation 
houses about 50 full time per¬ 
sonnel. There are also about 30- 
50 more research assistants, 
graduate and undergraduate stu¬ 
dents working on a variety of 
projects. 

At the Foundation there 
are many things that occur. 
First, it is a clearinghouse for 
staff researchers and Professors 
from the physics and engineer¬ 
ing department who are submit¬ 
ting a proposal to the federal 
government. This is a necessity 
because of the number of gov¬ 
ernment granting agencies. 
They each have their own partic¬ 
ular requirements for the propos¬ 
als that are submitted. The 
Foundation makes sure that the 
proposals submitted to these 
agencies follow the particular 
guidelines for that agency. This 
function saves the author of the 
proposal a lot of time in rewrites, 
saves in catching any misprints 
and having to keep up with the 
constant barrage of changes in 
policy of the particular granting 
agency.

up to $250,000. plus time in a fed- 
eral prison. 

• A student at Stephen F. 
Austin University faced up to five 
years in prison after pleading 
guilty to threatening on-line to kill 
President Bill Clinton, his wife 
and daughter. A University of 
Illinois student also faces criminal 
charges after he threatened the 
president in an e-mail message. 

The problem seems to be, 
according to Deborah G. Johnson, 
a professor at Rensslear 
Polytechnic Institute and author of 
“Computer Ethics,” that the 


anonymity of computer interaction 
allows people to do things in the 
public on-line forums they would 
never dream of doing, say, in line 
at a grocery store. The reason is 
simple. “You don't have people 
staring at you,” Johnson said, 
“looking you in the eye.” 

G. Tom Milazzo, director of 
the Greensboro College-based 
Datamaster Center for Ethics in 
Technology, said many people 
also don't automatically apply the 
rules of society to computer eti¬ 
quette, or nettiquette, because 
computer interaction has long 
been presented as unreal. When 
you type an offensive message 
into a computer, it’s easy to forget 
there is a real person out there

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reading it. That cushion of com¬ 
puter indoctrination helps keep 
society’s rules at bay. 

The Santa Rosa controversy 
resulted in the closing of bulletin 
boards designated for male and 
female journalism students. That 
angers Cynthia Dyer-Bennet, edi¬ 
tor of the “Oak Leaf,” the student 
newspaper where the controversial 
ad was printed. “Obviously, it is 
better to have kept discussions out 
of the realm of the personal,” she 
said. “But there are always going 
to be people who don’t have a 
grip." 

Censorship, which seems to 
be endorsed by the $45,000 settle¬ 
ment, sets “a slippery slope,” she 
said, echoing a concern of many. 

The question is how should 
these abuses be handled? At many 
universities, computer systems, 
managers; the technical people 
overseeing computer networks, 
have found themselves in the posi¬ 
tion of police officer and purveyor 
of moral standards. Organizations 
as diverse as the FBI and individ¬ 
ual university's judicial boards can 
also end up involved. 

“None of these are new 
issues, it's just that they didn't use 


to travel through time and space as 
easily,” said Greg A. Jackson, 
director of computing at MIT. 
Plus, he said, “sometimes when 
people are faced with anything 
about a computer or a network 
they suspend all their good judg¬ 
ment.” 

It's unlikely, for example, that 
many college freshmen would bla¬ 
tantly ogle a “Penthouse” center¬ 
fold at arms length in the middle of 
the library. But, Jackson said, 
computer pornography being 
reviewed at communal, highly vis¬ 
ible library work stations was once 
a big problem at this school. The 
answer to that high-tech, although 
perhaps, low-brow, dilemma was a 
little common sense. Computer 
monitors took to asking eager 
eroticists what their parents would 
think if they saw what they were 
doing. Jackson said the number of 
incidents dramatically declined. 

He said that approach reflects 
MIT's prevailing attitude “if you 
tell them it's wrong, they’ll stop.” 

Jackson said 90 percent of on¬ 
line abuses spring from ignorance. 
(The remaining 10 percent is split, 
he said, between those “disturbed 
in some sense,” and those “actual-

ly intending to cause harm.” 

Wright, the Harvard student, 
agrees that “it is not so much mal¬ 
ice as this is a brave new world 
where there aren’t regulations, and 
it is not always clear what is right 
and what is wrong.” 

Harvard is working to clarify 
that question through an ad hoc 
committee to deal with computer 
violations. The committee reviews 
complaints to see which, if any, 
should be forwarded to the campus 
judicial review process, taking the 
policing authority out of the com¬ 
puter department. 

Milazzo, of the Datamaster 
Center for Ethics in Technology 
believes Harvard’s policy is more 
in line with meeting the challenge 
and that MIT’s method is “opti¬ 
mistic.” Most colleges, he said, 
have yet to fully understand the 
impact or the scope of the inappro¬ 
priate conduct being transmitted 
over their computer lines. He said 
most large universities have stan¬ 
dards of ethics and behavior which 
can be translated to the computer 
world. The procedures designed to 
enforce those policies throughout 
the campus community should 
apply within the computer com¬ 
munity. He doesn't buy the idea 
that controlling on-line activity is 
censorship. 

But Ben Shnederman, a pro¬ 
fessor of computer science at the 
University of Maryland, said peo¬ 
ple shouldn't overreact to comput¬ 
er abuses or let the digressions of a 
few overshadow the progress of 
many. Computers have changed 
the way he teaches his class and 
the way instructors and students 
are working together across the 
country, he said. 

But, he said, people are 
always going to break society's 
rules; it is just that “on the comput¬ 
er there are some novel ways 
which people can be unkind to one 
another.”

Another function of this 
organization is applied research. 
The specialty of the Research 
Foundation’s research is with 
determining the optical properties 
of materials, called glass, to be 
used as a cover for lasers. This is a 
business that the foundation does 
that provides a customer with the 
knowledge of the “glass” for the 
application the customer has stat¬ 
ed, usually as a lens to a laser. 

Materials may look very 
shiny to the unaided eye. When 
you are using light that has a 
wavelength of .lmm(millimeter) 
that surface can be very rough. It 
is important to see what happens 
when light strikes this surface, 
such as the reflective properties of 
the material, and how much light 
goes through the material. TTie 
material may also polarize the 
light, this property of the material 
needs to be known. 

Each week a trade journal 
is published listing research that 
needs to be done. The Research 
Foundation checks the listings and 
then passes the information to the 


staff researchers and Professors. 
If there is a match then the wheels 
of the organization start turning 
and a bid is made for that project. 
The success or failure of the con¬ 
tract being received by the 
Foundation is based on its cost 
effectiveness. This is a competi¬ 
tive bidding process. 

The students in Physics and 
Engineering work there gaining 
experience and income. The time 
they spend there is about 10-20 
hours a week working with their 
sponsoring researcher. It is of 
great advantage to the students 
who work there for education 
related job experience. 

According to Dr. Waldman, 
The Clinton Administrations bud¬ 
get cutting policies have taken its 
toll on this facility. Two people 
were laid-off last year. Dr. 
Waldman’s optimistic about the 
future, “there will always be 
research.” This is because at this 
point in time we may have a clear 
understanding of the theory, but 
the math we need may be either 
too difficult or too lengthy to get 
what is needed.

Be a Cover Model 

BLOOMINGTON, Ill - Want a chance at 15 seconds 
of fame? Then, try winning your way onto the cover 
of a nationally distributed magazine. 

James Plath, editor of Clockwatch Review , a 
non-profit journal of the arts based at Illinois 
Wesleyan University, is sponsoring the cover compe¬ 
tition. 

“I got to thinking about how to appeal to people- 
how to persuade them to give literary magazines a 
try,” said Plath, in an interview with a Chicago 
Tribune columnist. Bob Green. “I can’t do it with big- 
budget advertising or promotions. I don’t have the 
money. So it occurred to me...why not put someone 
on the cover who would otherwise never have the 
chance to be on the cover of a magazine? Why not 
give someone the opportunity to be a celebrity?” 

To make the event a literary effort of sorts, all 
contestants are asked to write in 35 words or less, 
“Why I’d like to be on the cover of a magazine.” 

While a drawing will determine the winner, the 
short essay is required because “as a literary magazine, 
we celebrate the written word,” said Plath. 

The winner will see his or her photo on the 
entire color cover of the magazine, which is nationally 
distributed to newsstands, bookstores and libraries 
(including the Library of Congress). Never mind that 
the circulation is only 1,700, said Plath. 

To enter, send along a dollar and your 35-word 
essay to: Clockwatch Review, Department of English, 
Illinois Wesleyan University, Bloomington, IL 61702- 
2900. Entries must be postmarked by January 2. 

And what do the losers get for their dollar and 
their creative effort? “Would you believe one minute 
of fame?” Plath said, explaining that the names of all 
who enter the contest will be printed, in the order in 
which they were received, on the back cover, inside 
covers and inside pages of the magazine. 


Student Aid 
Administrator Resigns 
in California 

SACRAMENTO - The chief of California’s Student 
Aid Commission resigned after federal officials 
accused the agency of mishandling millions in student 
loans. 

Samuel Kipp III, California’s executive director 
of the Student Aid Commission, announced his resig¬ 
nation after intense pressure from the U.S. Department 
of Education. 

Earlier this year, Kipp’s agency was targeted by 
federal officials after allegedly mishandling $62.6 mil¬ 
lion in federal funds for student loans. The federal 
government is seeking the repayment of the money. 
Kipp and the state commission have disputed the fed¬ 
eral accusations and have filed a lawsuit trying to stop 
federal officials from collecting the $62.6 million. The 
lawsuit is still pending. 

The commission’s trouble with federal educa¬ 
tion officials began when an audit of the 1990-91 fis¬ 
cal year revealed that incorrect interest was paid to 
lenders and that loans exceeded federal limits. Later, 
the commission was accused of overcharging the 
Department of Education for $16.4 million in unnec¬ 
essary student loans. Both findings are being 
reviewed. 

Although Kipp has officially resigned, he will 
not step down as directory until a successor is named. 
He will remain on the agency's payroll as a researcher 
at his full $99,804 salary until June. 

In a written statement. Department of Education 
officials said that Kipp’s resignation means “the com¬ 
mission is taking steps to address department con¬ 
cerns.” 

In his duties, Kipp who has served as directory 
for nine years, will be working on a report entitled 
“Paying for College in California: Assessing the 
Impact of Current Trends on Students and the State.”

What Christmas Means To Me 

Three things go by the name of Christmas. One is a religious fes¬ 
tival. This is important and obligatory for Christians; but as it can be of 
no interest to anyone else, I shall naturally say no more about it here. 
The second (it has complex historical connections with the first, but we 
needn't go into them) is a popular holiday, an occasion for merrymak¬ 
ing and hospitality. If it were my business to have a “view" on this, 1 
should say that I much approve of merrymaking. But what I approve of 
much more is everybody minding his own business. 1 see no reason 
why I should volunteer views as to how other people should spend their 
own money in their own leisure among their own friends. It is highly 
probable that they want my advice on such matters as little as I want 
theirs. But the third thing called Christmas is unfortunately everyone's 
business. 

1 mean of course the commercial racket. The interchange of pre¬ 
sents was a very small ingredient in the older English festivity. Mr. 
Pickwick took a cod with him to Dingley dell; the reformed Scrooge 
ordered a turkey for his clerk; lovers sent love gifts; toys and fruit were 
given to children. But the idea that not only all friends but even all 
acquaintances should give one another presents, or at least send one 
another cards, is quite modem and has been forced upon us by the 
shopkeepers. Neither of these circumstances is in itself a reason for 
condemning it. 1 condemn it on the following grounds. 

1. It gives on the whole much more pain than pleasure. You have 
only to stay over Christmas with a family who seriously try to “keep" it 
(in its third, or commercial, aspect) in order to see that the thing is a 
nightmare. Long before December 25, everyone is worn out-physically 
worn out by weeks of daily struggle in overcrowded shops, mentally 
worn out by the effort to remember all the right recipients and to think 
out suitable gifts for them. They are in no trim for merrymaking; much 
less (if they should want to) to take part in a religious act. They look far 
more as if there had been a long illness in the house. 

2. Most of it is involuntary. The modem rule is that anyone can 
force you to give him a present by sending you a quite unprovoked pre¬ 
sent of his own. It is almost a blackmail. Who has not heard the wail of 
despair, and indeed of resentment, when, at the last moment, just as 
everyone hoped that the nuisance was over for one more year, the 
unwanted gift from Mrs. Busy (whom we hardly remember) flops 
unwelcomed through the letter box, and back to the dreadful shops one 
of us has to go? 

3. Things are given as presents which no mortal ever bought for 
himself - gaudy and useless gadgets, “novelties" because no one was 
ever fool enough to make their like before. Have we really no better use 
for materials and for human skill and time than to spend them on all this 
rubbish? 

4. The nuisance. For after all, during the racket we still have all 
our ordinary and necessary shopping to do, and the racket trebles the 
labor of it. 

We are told that the whole dreary business must go on because it 
is good for trade. It is in fact merely one annual symptom of that lunatic 
condition of our country, and indeed of the world, in which everyone 
lives by persuading everyone else to buy things. I don't know the way 
out. But can it really be my duty to buy and receive masses of junk 
every winter just to help the shopkeepers? If the worst comes to the 
worst I’d sooner give them money for nothing and write it off as a char¬ 
ity.

“Green Giving” at the Office 

This is the time of year when countless Americans, imbued with 
the holiday spirit, decided to make donations to worthwhile causes. 
With concerns for the health of the planet an increasing priority, many 
people are choosing to make their charitable gifts “green" in more ways 
than just the color of their money. 


“Green giving," or contributing to environmental groups, is 
growing. Over the past two years, donations to environmental causes 
have jumped 8.7%, according to The Chronicle of Philanthropy. 

Gifts to environmental charities arrive all year round, not just 
during the holidays, and they come not only in the form of individual 
checks but through that grand old workplace tradition, the payroll 
deduction campaign. Earth Share, the nation's preeminent charitable 
federation of environmental organizations, representing 41 nonprofit 
with operations in all 50 states and overseas, has been a major booster 
— and beneficiary — of this trend. 

The payroll deduction campaign has long been an essential com¬ 
ponent of this country’s charitable endeavors. American employees’ 
gifts to nonprofit are a crucial factor in the survival of an immensely 
diverse array of charities, including those dealing with environmental 
issues on the local, national, and international level. 

In recent years, the charitable choices in workplaces have begun 
to expand due to the rapid growth of non-traditional charitable federa¬ 
tions like Earth Share. These new federations have adapted to changing 
times by going beyond the scope of many traditional workplace cam¬ 
paigns and offering employees the chance to support causes of increas¬ 
ing concern to everyone—such as the environment. 

Polls show that 80% of the public is worried about the environ¬ 
ment and wants to do something to protect it. The disparity between the 
public’s desire to engage in “green giving" by supporting environmen¬ 
tal charities, and the still limited opportunity people have to do so in 
many workplaces, can readily be remedied by expanding workplace 
charitable drives. And the movement toward just such an expansion is 
gaining steam. 

Expanded workplace charitable drives, often called “federated" 
or “combined" campaigns, now are available to the employees of 40 
states and the federal government; combined campaigns are held at one 
or more locations of at least 140 companies, a number of them Fortune 
500 firms; and more than 5,000 charities that are not represented in tra¬ 
ditional payroll deduction campaigns now receive funds from expand¬ 
ed charitable drives. 

With today’s computer technology, it is easy and economical to 
expand workplace charitable campaigns to include environmental 
groups. It’s also a savvy business decision that pleases employees and 
the community alike by demonstrating both corporate responsibility 
and a sensitivity to workers’ wishes. 

Perhaps of equal importance is the fact that expanding the work¬ 
place charitable campaign frequently proves to be a win-win proposi¬ 
tion. No harm is done to the traditional recipients of employee contribu¬ 
tions and often a larger amount of money is raised for all concerned. 
One study of 50 firms with combined campaigns showed that total 
annual giving grew in 93% of those charitable drives and exceeded 
10% annual growth 73% of the time. Earth Share, now a participant is 
such important corporate charitable campaigns as those of Allstate 
Insurance, AT&T, Gannett, Home Box Office, J.P. Morgan, Levi 
Strauss, Minolta, The New York Times Company, Nissan Motor 
Corporation, Time Warner, Turner Broadcasting System, WMX 
Technologies, Wells Fargo Bank, and USA Today, has raised nearly 
$30 million for its affiliates in the past five years. Its low overhead 
ensures that 90% of the money goes directly to its member organiza¬ 
tions. Contributors can designate a specific environmental group as the 
recipient of their gift, or direct that their contribution be shared by all of 
Earth Share’s affiliates. 

In growing numbers, Americans are striving to make the final 
years of the 20th century an environmental decade, dedicated to pre¬ 
serving our planet. Employers can take significant strides toward that 
goal by opening their workplace campaigns to the organizations that 
are endeavoring to enhance the health and welfare of people, plants, 
animals, and ecosystems everywhere on earth. As we count our bless¬ 
ings, try to preserve them, and seek to share with the less fortunate, a 
key way to do so is to contribute to — and expand — our workplace 
charitable campaigns. If you make one of your charitable choices 
“green," you’ll be giving the earth a gift — and doing a world of good.

16.233 The Principles and History of Radio, Teacher: Prof. A. David Wunsch, E.E. Dept, 
(meetings MWF 10 am. South Campus spring 1995)

Nell is compelling; thought-provoking

We have literally watched Jodie Foster 
mature, role after role: she has appeared 
in commercials, television series, and 
movies (32 films in 31 years, most 
notably winning an Oscar for her perfor¬ 
mance in “The Silence of the Lambs"). 
She made her directorial debut in 1991 
with the critically acclaimed “Little Man 
Tate"; now, Foster teams up with Co- 
Producer Renee Missel to present the 
compelling Nell (Dir. Michael Apted; 4 
stars out of 4), which is based on the play 
“Idioglossia" by playwright Mark 
Handley. 

Foster is Nell, a young woman 
whose reclusive mother raised her in a 
cabin in the Smoky Mountains of North 
Carolina; she speaks a seemingly impen¬ 
etrable language (dubbed “Nellish"—a 
series of strokes caused her mother’s 
speech impairment, which is the attrib¬ 
uted origin of the “language".) Irish- 
born actor Liam Neeson (“Ethan Frome", 
“Schindler’s List) is the “Irish-born" 
Doctor Jerome Lovell, who is brought to 
Nell’s remote cabin by his friend. Sheriff 


Todd Peterson (played by 
Nick Searcy). Lovell is 
drawn to Nell as a protector 
and as a student; he so des¬ 
perately wants to keep Nell 
from harm and, at the same 
[time, wants to learn Nell’s 
world. His intellectual and 
emotional attachment to Nell 
touch surface when Dr. Paula 
Olsen (Natasha Richardson, 
“Patty Hearst", “Widow’s 
Peak") intercedes with a 
request to commit Nell to a 
psychiatric hospital for 
“treatment". The next three months are 
spent in effort by Lovell and Olsen to 
break through into Nell’s world; these 
three months ironically turn to be gradual 
self-disclosure for Lovell and Olsen 
which Nell, who is the most purely 
focused and spiritually aware of the 
three, has tuned them towards. Their 
group journey into each other’s worlds is 
cathartic as it is intensely moving and, at 
times, light-heartedly funny. 

Jodie Foster is not an overrated 
actor, and she has proven that she is well 
deserved of whatever accolades she has 
received before and with her role as Nell. 
Not only does the mastery of the atypical 
dialogue (and dialect , for remember that 
she is learning language spoken with 
impairment AND Carolinian accent) call 
for verbal skill; Nell’s language requires 
that one is physically expressive, and 
with this performance, Foster is Nell. 
Neeson’s portrayal as the Doc in Shining 
Armor has a few miniscule dents in it, 
but purposely so, as he is his character— 
far from faultless. Natasha Richardson, 
primarily lauded for her London stage 
acting, is a driven, but vulnerable Olsen; 


both her and Neeson’s stubborn charac¬ 
ters pitted against each other make for 
quirky screen chemistry. 

Nell is the first product of Jodie 
Foster’s Polygram-funded production 
company. Egg Pictures. Co-Producer 
Renee Missel had first bought the rights 
to “Idioglossia" in 1989; both she and 
Foster approached award-winning 
British Director Michael Apted, who is 
better known in the United States for his 
work on 

“Coal Miner’s Daughter’’ and “Gorillas 
in the Mist." Apted succeeds in bringing 
us the story of Nell with integrity; no 
maudlin sentimentality, no romanticism 
added to a story that doesn’t need it 
(something that is well overdone by other 
directors these days.) Apted chose 
Nantahala National Forest, North 
Carolina to bring us the tranquil beauty 
of Nell’s world; we seem to be trans¬ 
ported right into its virtual reality, for 
cinematographer Dante Spinotti’s (“The 
Last of the Mohicans", “Beaches") cam¬ 
erawork is absorbing. 

It is interesting to note that 
much of the rest of the production staff 
from Nell was also involved in the mak¬ 
ing of Foster’s previous achievement, 
“Little Man Tate": production designer 
Joh Hutman, costume designer Susan 
Lyall, and composer Mark Isham; for 
Foster, this is not coincidental. As with 
“Tate," Foster [included] has her palette 
of talent to work with, and Nell is one (of 
anticipated several) genuine work of art: 
it is recommended for both the movie 
connoisseur and anyone else who'd like 
to see a thoughtful, real film.

Interview with Type-0 Negative at Fitchburg

On Friday, December 2nd, 
Danzig played the Wallace Civic Center 
in Fitchburg accompanied by Type-O 
Negative and Godflesh. Not only were 
we there to see the show, but we also got 
to interview a member of Type-O. 

When we first arrived we were 
escorted onto the bands tour bus where 
keyboardist Josh was waiting. After the 
introductions were made we settled our¬ 
selves onto the tacky cow-print couch 
and began talking. 

We started by asking Josh for a 
brief history of the band, and we received 
a very brief answer: All four members, 
being from Brooklyn, NY., eventually 
got together and started playing small 
clubs. Although the band has been 
around for four years now. Type-O still 


plays those same clubs, but, “Now those 
clubs have people in them." Josh states. 
We also wanted to know who influenced 
Type-O Negatives unusual sound, which 
Josh appropriately described as“gotha- 
delic." He immediately answered, 
“Drugs." (surprised?) He then went on 
to say that they were always into the 
older bands like Black Sabbath, the 
Beatles, and the Misfits; the same music 
that they still listen to today. 

While this is their first major 
American tour, the band is quite popular 
in Europe where they have even head¬ 
lined tours. We asked Josh if being on 
the road was a cause of agitation among 
the band members. “No, we actually 
seem to get along better than most 
bands." He replied. 

We continued by discussing the 
recent success of their single “Christian 
Woman." Ironically, however, the band’s 


very own keyboardist appeared to be 
unaware of their level of success. He was 
surprised when we told him how popular 
Type-O was becoming. We also brought 
up the point that many of their older 
lyrics could be deemed offensive. “Yeah 
my sister thinks so too," but he disagrees. 
No effort was made to clean up their lat¬ 
est album (Bloody Kisses) in order to 
gain acceptance on commercial radio. He 
attributed this to a shift in attitude in the 
radio industry.

Our last 
album (Slow, Deep, and Hard) was writ¬ 
ten out of anger, this one was written out 
of sadness." 

We wrapped up the interview 
with a pretty standard question: Where 
do you think you'll be in about five 


years? As he glared up at us through his 
long black locks, with his cigarette dan¬ 
gling from his lips he replied, “In a box. 
In the cold hard ground." An unusual 
answer from most, but this response 
seemed natural coming from such a mor¬ 
bid person. 

As we were getting ready to 
leave, who should show up on the tour 
bus but lead singer Peter Steele. We were 
amazed at the size of this ;man. He stood 
at almost seven feet tall, with the voice 
of Lurch from The Adam's Family. We 
remained long enough to say a quick 
hello to Peter and get both he and Josh to 
sign a few autographs. We wished them 
luck on the upcoming show and left to 
fight the crowds which were quickly 
piling up outside.
